If  this  explication  be  rejected,  it  is  natu¬ 
ral  to  ask  upon  what  principles  of  equitable 
retribution,  or  of  consistency  of  character, 
can  that  extreme  anguish  be  accounted  for, 
which  was  endured  by  a  pure  and  perfect 
being,  who  had  not  on  his  own  account, 

one  recollection  tinged  witli  remorse,  or 
one  anticipation  mingled  with  dread  r" 
This  question  admits  but  of  a  single  answer, 
and  that  in  my  estimation  a  very  absurd 
one:  for,  to  allot  a  series  of  exquisite  suf¬ 
ferings  to  an  individual  who  is  without  sin, 
and  with  regard  to  whom  of  course  they 
cannot  be  penal,  and  at  the  termination  of 
his  life,  when  they  cannot  be  corrective, 
merely  for  the  purpose  of  calling  into  exer¬ 
cise  “  patience  and  resignation,”  and  thus 
lending  to  our  benefit  and  example,”  is  to 
adopt  a  mode  of  government  entirely  irre¬ 
concilable  with  all  “  rational”  ideas  of  wis¬ 
dom  and  justice,  and  completely  repugnant 
to  every  attribute  of  Deity. 

The  answer  here  adverted  to,  is,  more 
over,  as  contrary  to  matter  of  fact  as  it  is  to 
reason:  for,  if  the  doctrine  of .va/Av/hr/m// 
be  denied,  Jesus  Christ  did  not  present  a 
splendid  example  of  patience  and  resigna¬ 
tion.  Compare  his  behaviour  under  suller- 
ing  with  that  of  other  martyrs,  many,  for 
example,  in  the  third  century.  He  suftered 
for  the  space  of  a  few  hours  only:  thvjf 
xvere  made  to  sustain  sufierings  for  days, 
weeks,  months,  nay  in  some  cases,  years.

had  their  members  cut  and  torn  t)lf,  one 
after  another,  in  tedious  and  barbarous  suc¬ 
cession.

Is  not  this  infinitely  astonishing 
upon  any  other  theory  of  religion  than  ours  r 
Is  it  not  incomprehensible  that  the  Mastei 
of  OUT  faith,  the  ‘‘  Captain  of  our  salvation," 
should  be  abashed  and  astounded  at  the 
sight  or  even  the  contemplation  ot  death, 
and  that  his  servants  and  followers  should 
triumph  in  the  midst  of  unequalled  tor¬ 
ments  ?

INTERESTING  BIBLE  ANECDOTE. 

At  a  late  anniversary  of  a  Bihle  Society 
in  South  Carolina,  a  man  was  present  who 
had  been  in  the  habit  of  intemperance  for 
many  years.  He  had  wasted  a  fortune, 
and  his  amiable  family  were  now  sharing 
with  him  the  poverty,  the  disgrace,  the  do¬ 
mestic  disquietude,  which  the  slave  to  this 
chief  of  all  vices,  if  he  be  the  master  of  a 
family,  can  never  sufVer  alone,  but  into 
which  he  drags  also  the  excellent  partner 
of  his  better  days,  and  their  otlspriog.
